The DO-X, the world's largest air- 


plane on land or sea. is a giant mon- 
oplane which has carried at one time 
1B9 persons. Its wings have a spread 


of 160 feet. The great monoplunc is 
built on a bout lnrgo enough to be a 
smalt cruisor-yacht, uncl capable of 
weathering a storm on the surface of 
the ocean. The hull has accomoda- 
ttons for about 50 persons, crew and 
passengers, on a trans-Atlantic flight. 


The plane is powero! by 12 Ameri- 


can motors, generating approximately 
0,000 horsepower, These are arranged 
in six pairs along th'e top of the big 
wing. Six motors pull, and six push. 
The DO-X is about three times as 
large as the biggest American tri- 
motor plane, anti its appearance off 
the American coast has been eagerly 
awaited for ihe last year.

slighly in the third quarter, and fell 
heavily in the last three-jhonths of 
the year. Business during the final 
quarter of 1930 ran nearly 52,000 be- 
hind the same quarter in 1929; but 
the fine showing for the first half of 
the year held 1930's totals close to the 
preceding year.'
